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1 . This communication is in response to the Appeal Brief file on 7/29/04, that appeals the Final 
Office Action mailed on 02/24/04, where Claims 1-16 were rejected as being anticipated by prior art of 
record, BEA, "BEA MessageQ - Programming Guide". 

The arguments in the Appeal brief have been fully considered, and those arguments result a 
withdrawal of the final action. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

BEA, prior art of record, discloses including a development of message testing. BEA message 
testing involves in at least two computers that use a script file containing instructions for capturing 
messages sent or received by an application. A message is entered into a computer (such as shown in 
Figure 7-6, entering in B) via a script and then sent out to another computer (such as shown in Figure 7-6, 
sending to A) for testing. 

However, as Applicants pointed out that for testing the same Application, as claimed, BEA Figure 
7-6 does not teach the same Application: but showing in Figure 7-6 in BEA is the application A and the 
application B (Brief: Page 6, at the fourth line, up from the last line: "Application A and Application B are 
presumably different applications"), and as Applicants pointed out that BEA does not teach sending input 
data from a primary computer to a secondary computer, where as Applicants pointed out that the 
"message" in the Figure 7-6 (Applicants equate "message" to "data") received by the Applicant A is the 
output of Application B, that is not the captured input data in the Application B (Brief: Page 7, first full 
paragraph [Still further...], "the data received by Applicant A is the output of Applicant B and is not the 
captured input data entered into a primary testing an application program"). 

Therefore, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior arts 
taken alone or in combination fail to teach claimed invention comprising at least features, 

"capturing input data entered into a primary test computer testing an application program: 
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sending the input data from the primary test computer to a secondary test computer also 
testing the application program; receiving the input data by the secondary test computer, 
and executing the application program by the secondary test computer responsive to the 
input data. 11
